He said he "would be Inclined 
to think" that the disputed ser- 
ies of speeches by avowed Com- 
munist historian Herbert Apthe- 
ker "would be for the purpose 
erf promoting the Communist 
party. His past record would in- 
dicate that."

Karth Probe 
Blasts Moon 
Landing Plan 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration generally 
has an excellent record launch- 
ing spacecraft and making them 
work. But there's a skeleton in 
the closet: the hapless Surveyor 
program whose goal is to soft- 
land an unmanned vehicle on 
the moon. 


The recent gentle landing of 
the Soviet Union's Luna 9 on the 
lunar surface focused attention 
on Surveyor — a program which 
a 
congressional 
subcommittee 
recently termed "one of the 
least orderly and most poorly 
executed of NASA's projects." 


Had Surveyor done what it 
started out to do, the first craft 
would have been on the moon in 
1963 and the Soviet Union would 
not have reaped the propaganda 
value of achieving this historic 
feat first while a similar Ameri- 
can attempt floundered. 


The first Surveyor now is 
scheduled to rocket toward the 
moon in May, but chances of a 
successful soft landing on the 
initial attempt are not great. 
Project officials noted the com- 
plexity of the mission and the 
fact the Russians failed at least 
four times before recording a 
success. 


Not only is the program three 
years behind schedule, its cost 
has spiraled out of this world. 
Originally conceived in 1960 as a 
$50-million program for seven 
launchings, the price tag al- 
ready has reached $350 million 
and is expected to surpass $725 
million by the time the present- 
ly planned 10 launchings are 
completed. 


To find out what went wrong, 
the NASA oversight subcommit- 
tee of the House Space Commit- 
tee recently conducted a probe. 
The group was headed by Rep. 
Joseph Karth. D-Minn. 


Blister ManaiemcDl 


The result was a blistering 35- 
page attack on both government 
and industry management. 


In a nutshell it said: 
"A 
project as troublesome as Sur- 
veyor demands vigorous cen- 
tralized management and eifec- 
tive control from the top. From 
all appearances, the.se impor- 
tant elements have been largely 
missing right from the start."

ened in recent months, most 
technical problems seem to be 
solved and the first Surveyor 
now appears ready for flight in 
May.

“If the income of these roads 
Is so drastically reduced, they 
inevitably will be forced to 
economize, and the axe will fall 
where the revenue potential is 
least. This means curtailments 
in branch line operations, com­ 
muter service, industrial de- 
vcl<^ment, renewal of equip­ 
ment and employment. It also 
means reduced revenues and 
resultant tax declines to states, 
municipalities and school dis­ 
tricts.”

SANTO DOMINGO, Domin­ 
ican Republic (AP) — The dis­ 
quiet and smell of disaster, so 
familiar at the height of last

Dominican 
revolution, 
pervades the heart of Santo 
Domingo. 


Streets get dirtier and emp­ 
tier, people seem angrier, shut­ 
tered homes even more hostile 
and quivers of apprehension 
increase as one drives from the 
western part of the city toward 
the downtown sector. 


Plumes of dirty gray smoke 
give off an acrid smell as they 
rise from burning mounds of 
garbage uncollected for weeks.

Gunfire crackles sporadically 
here and there in the old part of 
town laid out 470 years ago. 
Amid the carnival of disorder 
and hate, authority seems an 
anachronism. 


The old rebel enclave has 
been restored in spirit, if not in 
actual form. Moimting resist­ 
ance to the country’s military 
leaders is finding its most elo­ 
quent expression 
in the 20- 
square-block 
area 
where for 
four months last year rebel 
“constitutionalists” 
fought fbr 
survival of their ideals.

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Making A Living 


Wiieii tlie price of milk dropped, tlie dairymen 
used to add another cow and try to make up with vol­ 
ume what they had lost in price. If they persisted in 
til is practice a surplus would inevitably result and they 
would only deepen their problem. This happened. Thous­ 
ands and thousands of dairy farmers sold their cows 
and quit. Tliey couldn't make a living: at it. Those who 
survived added some more cows and kept trying. 


Something- of the same sort is happening in Upper 
Peninsula pulpwood production. There has been a chronic 
oversupply of wood. It has depressed tlie price. Even 
when a Wisconsin mill reduced its price $2 a cord several 
years ago it still got more U.P. wood than it could use. 
The men who supplied it were destroying their own busi­ 
ness and they knew it, but they were trapped. 


They needed income to pay the installments on their 
trucks and tractors and to support their families. T1ie 
demands on them were all growing. Their equipment 
cost more. It cost more to educate their children. And 
tlieir income was static or going down. 


In this situation the modern remedy is to invoke 
the aid of government. The federal govemment has an 
unprecedented program to aid the economically and 
socially disadvantaged. The state government wants to 
encourage Michigan industry. 


But in this situation state government gave the 
loggers the knockout blow. The Legislature inci*eased 
workmen’s compensation rates 43 per cent, from $12.08 
per $100 of logging crew payroll to $19.*27. The increase 
was overdue. Tt may seem excessive to the loggers who 
pay it, but as State Senator Tom Schweigert (R-Petos- 
key) a professional forester, told a meeting of timber 
pi*oducers at Rapid River, an even higher rate would 
have been necessary to avoid undenvriter losses on ac­ 
cident claims in the state in 1961-63. 


liOggers. he suggested, will have to learn to live 
witli the results of unemplonnent compensation and 
workmen’s compensation, and. with the complexion of 
the Michigan Legislature, they’d better prepare for 
even more problems of liberality in benefits. 


The solution to the loggers’ problem of static in­ 
come and increasing cost of doing business and of liv­ 
ing that is most frequently suggested is organization. 
Some sort of a withholding pTOgram that would make 
the mills raise wood prices. Realistically there’s no pros­ 
pect of success in that direction. The NFO (National 
Farmers Organization) hasn't been successful witli its 
efforts at withholding and woods jobbers are even more 
difficult to organize than fanners. 


Our jobbers have no fat to live on wliile weathering 
an economic stomi so they have been working them­ 
selves into a hole. A solution to their problem is evolv­ 
ing out of tlie natural forces of supply and demand. The 
jobbers* income has been so marginal and uncertain that 
his trade has become unatti’active to him and his sons 
aren't apt to follow him in it. Tliis process is poky but 
it will inevitably shorten up the woods labor foi’ce and 
its effects can already be seen. The draft, better paid 
jobs in otlier work, and other influences are also speed­ 
ing the change. 


This poses new methods, but no threat to the mills 
that buy the wood. They were once supplied by large 
crew operations and then wood production became a 
small crew business. Now the pendulum seems to be 
swinging back to larger crew operations, with mechan­ 
ized equipment, computeiized accounting, workmen's 
compen.sation. safety program and other modern factors 
all wrapped up in a new package. It won’t mean that the 
little jobber will be out of business—there’s need for 
him in a flexible forest industry economy—but it should 
mean that the wood producer will cease to be a shirttail 
relative of the general American affluence.

Philleo once accepted a job 
with the Michigan Legislature, 
•Ithough he wasn’t sure he was 
foing to like it. 


He finished his work Friday— 
S5 year« and two months later. 
He has been a

of the 
House for 21 of those years, and 
hked it. 


Philleo, who will be 69 in 
April, formally retiitred at the 
•nd of the 1965 legislative ses- 
•ion, but stayed on amother two 
months to aid in the transition 
to a new regime. 


Friday he reod his last batch 
of biUfl and passed out the bi­ 
weekly paychecks to lawmak­ 
ers.

members, “I’ll see you when

He was a Republican ap­ 
pointee who has made it a point 
never to play political favorites. 
He was invited to stay on when 
Democrats took over the House 


in 1965 for the first tome in 
nearly 30 years. 


The last time Democrats took 
over—in the session of 1937*38— 
Philleo lost his job ais assistant 
clerk. That’s when he learned 
he could sell cars. 


"I took my wife and children 
to Floi’ida for seven months,” 
he said. “When we came back 
to Lansing, I got a job selling 
cars—sold quite a lot of them, 
too.” 


The man who took over as 
clerk in that brief span was T. 
Thomas Thatcher of Ravenna— 
who has been reappointed to the 
job he lost in 1938.

Machine Does 
Social Security 
Benefit Recheck 


Social Security now refigures 
benefits by machine, says Arn­ 
old T. Williams, social security 
district manager in Escanaba. 


Now a worker can visit the 
social security office shortly 
before he is 65 and apply for 
Medicare and for retirement 
cash benefits at the same time, 
even if he plans to continue 
working. 


The benefit amount is figur­ 
ed out at the time the worker 
applies. This amout is based on 
the average of his earnings 
over his working life-time in 
jobs covered by social security. 


If a worker has more earn­ 
ings after he applies for bene­ 
fits, he wants them considered 
to see if they raise his average 
earnings and his benefits. 


Before, the worker had to 
apply to see if his new earn­ 
ings made a difference in his 
average. Now the worker does 
not have to ask to have his 
benefit 
refigured. 
Automatic 
refiguring is an advantage to 
all those who apply for Medi­ 
care at 65, but continue work­ 
ing. 


People 65 or over who have 
never applied for retirement or 
Medicare benefits should get 
in touch with the Escanaba 
social 
security office before 
March 31, due to the Medicare 
sign up deadline;

standpoint.” 


“As far as I am concerned it 
is going to have to bounce along 
on its own merits,'* said George 
W. 
Murphy, 
multimillionaire 
présidait and general manager 
of Honolulu Iron Works. 


'The management of Stude­ 
baker Corp. 
is 
active 
and 
they're on their own as far as 
I am concerned—that means for 
the next three years certainly,” 
Murphy said. 


He explained he has a con­ 
tract with Ward Foods of New 
York to 
serve 
as Honolulu 
Iron’s president through Janu­ 
ary, 1969. 


“I believe it is presumptuous 
to believe I’U become active in 
Studebaker Corp. since I will be 
kept busy with the management 
of Honolulu Iron Works,” he 
said. 


The offer announced by Mur­ 
phy and his attorney, Vernon O. 
Bortz, is to buy 500,000 Stude­ 
baker shares at $30 a share. The 
tender remains in effect until 
Feb. 23. There will be no obli­ 
gation to buy any shares unless 
at least 500,000 are tendered.

You may think that s:pring Is 
tome distance away, although 
right now birds are nesting and 
the mating fever is sending four* 
legged Romeos in quest of ro­ 
mance. 


Owls, the great hoined owl 
tspecielly, starts housekeeping 
In late January. 
The 
horned 
lark's first nest is snowed un­ 
der quite often, although this 
has not had any effect on the 
homed lark population. These 
birds prefer ground with a min­ 
imum of cover. They will be 
nesting presently around Indus­ 
trial plants. 


The great horned owl Is un­ 
doubtedly tlie most savage bii'd 
in Michigan. Stories are told of 
these bif owls driving a pair of 
eagles from their nest, at night. 
H»ere have been reix>rts of great 
horned owls snatching cats from 
farmyards. 


On Isi* Royale some years ago 
a perlc service worker was at­ 
tacked as he left his cabin early 
in the moi-ning. He lost an eye. 
His partner was also attacked 
end killed the owl with an axe. 
A coast guard boat bucked ice 
floei to get the injured man to 
a hoepital. Great horned owls 
Idll game animals, but they also 
kill predators, including skunk, 
opoesum, mink.

Baek mink alart ranging In 
February, searching out the fe­ 
males that are keeping close to 
den sites.

Biologists

that the migration and mating 
cycles of many animaLs are ac­ 
tivated by sunlight.

I cherish a tale told by Hy 
Dahlka, of trapping on the Lake 
Elrie maralies when raw fur wae 
bringing pMk prices. Hy had a 
water spaniel that loved to hunt 
muskrat under the Ice shelves 
caused by receding water lev­ 
els. 


“If she came back to the shan­ 
ty and barked,” Hy said, “I 
knew she wanted to come in and 
get warm. If she scratched at 
the door, she had a $5-b^ in her 
mouth.”
